Report of School Board. 


We are pleased to report that our schools are well or- 
ganized and by a firmly established system, good grade 
work is being done. The average attendance, the largest 
we believe in the history of the town, and the long roll of 
honor are particularly gratifying. 

Miss C. Thisbe Peck gave her services as janitor that 
money might be saved for the purpose of purchasing a 
flag for the Center school. Her wishes have been carried 
out and in behalf of the town we thank her for the patrio- 
tic gift. 

Four graduates last June received their diplomas by 
which they were entitled to regular standing in the first 
year at the academy. Unfortunately one of these dropped 
out on account of his eyes. Next June barring accident, a 
class of six will be graduated from our grammar school 
into the academy. ‘This will be a large class for a small 
town like ours and we believe that these circumstances 
have been brought about largely through the efforts of 
our superintendent. He has obtained from the State 
Department of Public Instruction, the privilege of enter- 
ing our graduates from the common schools into the 
academy without examination, such action being taken 
without detriment to the standing of the academy as an 
approved high school in the state. This means that our 
grammar schools are recognized by the State Department 
of equal standing with those of other towns, a record of 
which we are proud and which we hope to maintain. This 
is not all our superintendent has done. He has regulated 
our school work according to the state program of studies 
and by it is trying to heip those who are weak in some 
studies and bring them up to full standing in their grade, 
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thereby saving us the sad scene of a Scholar in the eighth 
grads in reading and perhaps, the second in arithmetic 
One will have to visit the schools, watch the work, and 
perhaps wait years to realize all the good that comes from 
a practical education. All of this our superintendent is 
trying to give our children. 

Now some may ask why the chairman of the school 
board has changed his opinion on the superintendent 
question. We quote his own words: ‘‘At first I thought 
it more money than we could afford to pay at that time. 
Thad the privilege of visiting Mr. Bartlett, superinten- 
dent of the Haverhill schools, who was extremely kind to 
me, and would help me all he could. I could buy what 
we needed from their assortment of school books or any- 
thing that he had at wholesale. The same was true when 
Mr. McKeen was ‘superintendent, but when Mr. Holmes 
came, a change came also. Then for two years we relied 
on our judgment and that of the teachers, and I became 
convinced that it cost us more and we got poorer results 
than if we could have a superintendent. He has been 
with us nearly two years and has accomplished more 
than I expected. He will save us much in the purchase 
of books and supphes, will get the things we need and 
and those only, will see that they are properly used so 
that less will be destroyed and lost. I believe that the 
school board will be more willing to work without pay, 
with a superintendent as it has this year, than with any 
salary that the town could afford to pay withouteone.”

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the committee of the school district of the town of 
Atkinson, I have the honor to submit my second annual - 
report : 

THE SCHOOL WORK. 

Looking at the work of this year as a whole, I believe . 
substantial gains have been made. As planned in my 
last report, a teachers’ meeting, including all teachers 
from Salem, Hudson and Atkinson, was held in the spring, 
at which every detail of the course of study was carefully 
considered and many changes made therein. Weak spots 
were found where revision was necessary in order that 
the best results might be obtained from every moment of 
the school year. The field of reading and arithmetic was 
most carefully covered. 

No other subject in our curriculum approaches in im- 
portance that of reading, which is the basis of good work 
in al] the others. By reading is meant “ability to obtain 
thought from the printed page.” Some pupils do this in 
a halting, stumbling, fashion but yet more of the meaning 
than those who are able, gibly and smoothly, to merely 
pronounce words. I am: convinced that, given a proper 
start, almost any child may become a good reader, and, 
given a poor start, no child will ever become a good 
reader, except in very rare cases. The first two years in 
the primary school usually settle the question of capable 
reading later in life. After a stock of words has been 
learned, reading sentences as wholes should be insisted 
upon all the time. Most of the teachers are doing this 
work well. 

It was decided at our meeting to drop all so-called 
“readers” after the third year when books, each a com- 
plete piece should be given. A certain amount of time 
(three years in the course of study) is neces- 
sary to master the mechanics of reading, that is, “to learn 
how to read.” Then, if proper material is not given the 
pupil approaches the reading lesson oi as disagreeable 
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task, and so misses entirely the object of his efforts. _ 
The cause of this is justly laid at the door of our fourth 
and fifth readers. They are chopped up collections of 
pieces which ought to be given entire. Of course, one 
book could not do this without being too large for use, 
Hence, we are furnishing the children, after the third 
year, nothing but the best supplementary reading books 
of myths, ancient history, geography, nature stories, early 
pioneer and colonial life. English and United States his- 
tory, and many works of our best Jiterature. It costs 
more to do this but it pays. 

from my observation and from the experience of the 
teachers, I believe the work in arithmetic should be nar- 
rowed to the essential topics. The State Program has 
this to say on the subject: “School boards are especially 
cautioned that good results in arithmetic are proportioned 
not to prolonged study of the subject, but rather to skill- 
ful teaching. The first six years of school life are ordi- 
narily sufficient for all arithmetic needed, except for 
special service like banking; eight years are allowed.” 
Nine years haye been allowed in our schools until last 
year, when the time was cut down toeight and a half. The 
work can be done in eight years and. well done, too, if the 
non essential parts are eliminated from the field. By non- 
essential topics, I mean compound proportion, cube root, 
complex fraction, foreign exchange, etc. Better results. 
will be obtained by turning all our energy upon the four 
fundamental processes, common and decimal fractions, 
percentage, single entry book-keeping and mensuration, 
devoting eight years to this work and giving a whole year 
to algebra. 

Several new language books have been introduced 
during the year which have yielded good results,especial- 
ly with the younger and less experienced teachers. Tech- 
nical grammar should be taught in the seventh and eighth 
grades avd a whole year left for the study of Latin. 
Grammar is necessarily a dry subject and by the end of 
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the eighth year, I think the children have gleaned all they 
can out of the English text book. They haxe picked over 
the dry bones once or twice by this time and further effort 
in this line has proven disagreeable and unprofitable 
work. Let them approach the subject from the higher 
ground of Latin and many difficult principles become sim- 
ple, appearing in a new light, interest is awakened in the 
work, and, by the end of the year, they have learned, not 
only technical English grammar but a good deal of the 
history and mechanism of the English Language as well. 

In spelling, text books have been dropped in the low- 
er grades and are used in the upper grades only when the 
work in the other studies has ceased to furnish words. 
enough. The method of teaching spelling is carefully 
followed as outlined in the State Program of Studies. 

In penmanship we are putting in the Morse copy 
books as fast as the supply of old books is exhausted. 
The new books possess striking advantages over any others 
in their presentation of the teaching of the muscular 
movement. ‘Teachers and pupils are urged to persist in 
their efforts to secure an easy, flowing, graceful style of 
writing which can be attained only by constant practice 
in the muscular movement. Progress for the year has 
been encouraging. 

The text-book work in geography is now begun in the 
fourth grade instead of in the fifth, and the course ends 
with the eighth year. 

Intensive Study of United States history is taken up 
during the eight and ninth grades and the course as out- 
lined in the Program of Studies for the seventh and eighth 
years, is followed. 

I have written somewhat in detail upon the essential 
studies of our school work, because I believe it is of vital 
importance to every child in your town that the foundation 
of his educatiou be wisely laid and I believe, also, parents. 
are Interested to know something of the methods by which 
their children are being educated. 
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EYESIGHT TEST 

The vision of all pupils has been most carefully tested 
by the Snellen letter-cards. The object of this test was 
to discover unsuspected cases of defective eyesight and to 
co-operate with parents in the care of their children. It 
is only one step in an effort to improve the physical con- 
dition of many children whose mental and moral develop- 
ment is, no doubt, seriously impeded by defects offvision, 
hearing, teeth, breathing etc. “A healthy mind in a healthy 
body” is an old saying containing much truth, a small 
part of which we have, as yet, apphed in a practical way. 

The question of requiring children to be six vears of 
age before becoming eligible to enter school is being fay- 
orably discussed and acted upon in many cities and towns. 
This would bea step in the right direction and would not 
only benefit the children physically and mentally, but also 
enable the teachers to approximate more closely the work 
laid down in the course of study. 


CHANGES IN TEACHING FORCE. 

The ‘East tioad” and ‘Centre’ schools are the only 
ones where changes in teachers were made. Atthe “Hast 
Road” school, after the resignation of Miss May E. Smith 
Miss Susie Mclaughlin sustituted for two weeks, when 
Miss Lucy J. Jacobs took np the work for the remainder 
of the spring term. Miss Elsie Conley was elected in 
September as permanent teacher in thisschool. After the 
resignation of Miss C. Thisbe Peck, teacher of “Centre” 
school, was received, Miss Clara B. Harvey was elected 
to the position. Miss Harvey resigned in December and 
Miss Florence Sawin was elected in her place. 

All the teachers have worked hard to make the year 
a successsful one,and have contributed generously of their 
strength and talent to make our schools better,—and they 
have succeeded 

An excellent system of recording the books on hand 
at each school building, the number furnished each teacher 
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through the year, the number returned by each teacher. 
and the number on hand at the close of each year, 
has been installed. This will, no doubt, result in the say- 
ing of many dollars to the district, and will supply. by 
interchange, a larger stock of books to each school.
